SENIOR SOCCER AND JUNIORS 

There is no doubt that at junior level soccer is 
making great strides. More and more schools are now 
playing the game and one of the most heartening 
sights, recently, was to see from my office window, 
which overlooks the Melbourne Grammer School, a 
large number of boys doing a well organised stunt of 


soccer training. 


Whilst it is beaut to see this soccer explosion, is it 
really helping the game as a whole?Is the junioz 
set-up more interested in juniors as if the game should 
be played at junior level only?Granted that certain 
boys do come through to senior ranks, but wiat 
support do the juniors give to their local senior club? 
Are they encouraged to attend these senior games, do 
they take an interest in the senior game? 


Unfortunately, in my 
experience, I find the 
contrary to be so. Junior 
games and training 
sessions are arranged on a 
Saturday afternoon, boys 
are told by their coaches 
not to watch that 
“ybbish”’, and generally 
senior Clubs are ignored. 
What makes it worse it is 
the junior coaches who 
adopt this attitude, the 
very people who should 
know better. 

I plead with those 
responsible for junior 
teams encourage, Of 
indeed take your boys to 
the local senior game, let 
them become involved. 

Once boys start 
becoming interested and 
going to games, their 
parents will become 
interested as well, and 
almost overnight the 
number of spectators 
could be doubled. 

In the long term the 
benefits will also be felt. 
We know that a large 
percentage of junior 
players will not last right 
through to playing senior 
soccer, but by going to
